Dear Mr. Paul Shanoski, 

In your letter dated November 13 you write that my petition is not sufficient to withdraw 
the holding of abandonment because it does not contain a certificate of mailing by the 
Express Mail service of the USPS. 

In my petitions from April 2006, in support of my claim of timely reply to the request for 
missing parts, I have supplied a copy of the draft for US $145 issued to the US Patent 
office, dated June 25, 2004, and the issuing bank receipt dated June 25, 2004. I also 
attached a Customer Receipt for sending the Registered mail to the US patent office and a 
bill from the Post Office for sending this registered mail, dated June 29, 2004. 

Obviously there is no problem providing proof of my timely reply to the request for the 
Missing Parts. The problem is the kind of proof which is required. If I understand 
correctly, the only recognized proof is either from US Express Mail, which I could not 
use for mailing outside of the USA, or a Fax unit Report from faxing reply, but I could 
not use a Fax to send the draft. 

These problems in establishing the timely mailing of my reply have led to this 
unavoidable situation. That is why I am filing petition on the grounds of 
UNINTENTIONAL DELAY.
